Sir, 
In presenting to you the Annual Tables of Births, Marriages, and Deaths 
registered during the year 1862, under the provisions of the Act 19 Victoria, No. 34, I 
would take leave to preface them, as on former occasions, with a few analytical remarks 
explanatory of the results of the year’s operations. 


2. The year 1862 forms the seventh in which the system of a Civil Registry of ae 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths has been in existence in New South Wales. During this last seven years, 
period the births of 93,614 children, the marriages of 41,948 persons, and the deaths of 
38,306 of the population, of all ages, have been entered on the National records, forming 


a total of 173,868 registrations. (See Table at foot.) 


This vast mass of information, collected in all parts of the Colony, has been brought 
together in the Central Office, and bound up in volumes—the births by themselves, the 
marriages by themselves, and the deaths by themselves. 


Complete indices, arranged alphabetically from the first to the last letters of each 
name, have been carefully compiled for each year, and the whole work forms a valuable 
record of the different events incident to human existence, during the period to which they 
relate. These labours will probably be viewed in future years with an interest far exceeding 
that which attends them during the process of collection, whilst each succeeding year will 
enhance the value of the records—by multiplying the number of ascertained facts, by 


extending the basis of comparison, by storing up and supplying unquestionable evidence

throwing light upon the laws and progress of population during the period in which the 


present generation is acting its part on the human stage, and working out the history of 
the country. 


3. The births of the year 1862, as recorded in the registers, were 15,434, viz. :— 
7,946 boys and 7,488 girls. The marriages numbered 3,326, that is: 6,652 men and 
women were married, whilst the deaths amounted to 6,524, of which 3,905 were males, 
and 2,619 were females. 


The increase by the excess of births over deaths was 8,910 souls, that is 2-486 per 
cent. on the estimated population, or 24 to each 1,000 persons living. The births exceeded 


those of the previous year (1861) by 753. The marriages by 104, and the deaths by 
1,181. 


4. Estimating the population of the Colony at the middle of the year, at 365,741, 
at which amount the increase by immigration over emigration, and by births over deaths 
justifies me in placing it, the birth rate was 4-219 per cent., the marriage rate was 0-909 
per cent., and the death rate was 1-783 per cent. of the population. 


The birth rate was 0-064 per cent. above that of 1861, but 0-097 per cent. under 
the average of the five years (1857 to 1861.) 


The marriage rate was 0-002 per cent. under that of 1861, and 0-043 below the 
average of the five years. The death rate was 0-271 per cent. over that of 1861, and 
0-029 per cent. above the average of the five years. 


The following figures, placed in a tabular form, will exhibit these results more 


clearly. The calculations are made per 1,000 of the estimated population, for greater 
simplicity :—

5. Taking the population, as has been stated, at 365,741, on the 30th June, 1862, the Increase of 


increase of the year (15,434), by births, was at the rate of 4:21 per cent., or 42 to every pared with for- 
1,000 of the population. The male children (7,946) formed 2-17 per cent., and the female 

children (7,498) formed 2-05 per cent., or, in other words, to every 100 boys there were 

94°3 girls born, or 106 boys to 100 girls. Comparing the births of 1862 with those of the 

five previous years, they are found to be 0-097 per cent., or very nearly one to every 1,000 

persons living below the average of the five preceding years. 


The births registered in Sydney, shew a decrease of 92 on the registrations of the 
preceding year; those in the Suburban Districts shew a decrease of 13, whilst the births 
in the Country Districts exhibit an increase of 858. Abundant evidence is hereby 
afforded of the exodus of families from the Metropolitan to the Country Districts.

aed ig 7. It should be observed that the above calculations are based upon an estimated 

readjustment. hopulation at the middle of the year, the estimate being arrived at, as I have previously 
stated, by taking the excess of births over deaths, and of immigration over emigration 
seaward, and adding the results to the population of the preceding year. There is, how- 
ever, no means of ascertaining the actual movement of the people from Census to Census, 
between one division of the Colony and the other; nor yet have I the means of ascer- 
taining the overland migration between New South Wales and the adjacent Colonies. 
The calculations must therefore be accepted as approximations only, to be re-adjusted 
when the recurrence of the next Census year affords more certain data to go upon. 


Tlegitimates, 8. There were 505 births entered as illegitimate,—this is 3:27 per cent. of the 

teiplete entire births. The births so entered at the Central Office were 115, or 5°10 per cent. of 
the children born in Sydney. Those in the suburbs were 52, or 2°85 per cent. of the 
suburban births, whilst those in the country numbered 338, or 2-93 per cent. of the country 
births. There were three instances of triplets at a birth, and 183 of twins. 

MARRIAGES. 

Ce 9. The number of marriages celebrated during 1862 was 3,226, being 104 in excess 

of the marriages (3,222) of 1861, and 255 over the average (3,071) of the five years, 1857 


to 1861. 

The marriages celebrated in the City of Sydney numbered 983, or 29°56 per cent. 
of the whole. Those in the Suburban Districts numbered 214, or 6-44 per cent., and those 
in the Country Districts 2,129, or 64:00 per cent.

It would appear from these figures that the depression in wages, which is found in all 


countries prejudicially to affect the matrimonial hopes of the industrial classes, still operates 
to keep down the marriage rate below what it exhibited in 1857. 


11. But there is another, and a more serious cause, to which the decrease of the Further cause of 
marriage rate may be assigned. By the Census of 1856 there were found to be 831 females disproportion of 
to each 1,000 males in the Colony ; by the Census of 1861, the proportion was reduced to 
821 females to each 1,000 males;—and it was shewn that the deficiency was confined to 
females of 20 years old and upwards, the sexes being as nearly as possible equal up to that 
age.* From 20 years old up to 40 there were, in 1861, exclusive of the Chinese 
population, 67,454 males to 47,418 females—a deficiency of 20,036 females—giving a pro- 
portion of only 297 females to each 1,000 males.

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12. Upon reference to the Returns of Immigration (see Statistical Register for 1861 
page 139), it will be seen, that during the five years, 1857 to 1861 inclusive, the adult 
immigration exhibits a deficiency of no less than 27,851 females; this fact alone is sufficient 
to account for the decrease in the annual marriage rate since 1857, and it is to the same 
cause doubtless that the annual birth rate has suffered, as has been shewn in paragraph 6 
of this Report. 


13. The statement below shews the proportion of marriages celebrated according to 
the rites of the different Churches in the Colony, as well as those performed by the 
Registrars, viz. :—

The‘numbers signing the registers with marks were, males, 646, or 19-42 per cent. ; 
females 1,018, or 30-60. I would avail myself of this opportunity to direct attention to the 
necessity forjmodification of the Marriage Act, 19 Vic., No. 30, in the following particu- 
lars :—Istly,—with the view to requiring a certain notice to be given by the Registrar, 
when applications are made to him for the celebration of the civil ceremony, so as to 
prevent clandestine marriages; 2ndly,—with the view of obtaining a more perfect form 
of marriage certificate, particularly with regard to the ages of the parties, so as to place 
some check upon the marriage of minors without the consent of their parents. In both 
these respects the present law is defective, and needs alteration. 


DEATHS. 


14. The number of deaths registered during the year 1862 amounted to 6,524, 
viz.,—3,905 males, and 2,619 females. 


This number exceeds the registered deaths of 1861 by 1,181, but it is 838 below the 
mortality of 1860. 


The death rate of 1862 was 17-83 to each 1,000 of the estimated population— 
the average of the five previous years was 17:54 per 1,000.

16. Comparing the deaths in the winter and summer seasons of the year, we find 
that they confirm the results of previous years, I mean as to the higher rate of mortality in 
the summer season. The year 1860 is the only exception. The winter of that year was

marked by a severe influenza epidemic, followed by measles, which proved unusually fatal 
The deaths of the two winter quarters of 1862, from the Ist 
April to 80th September, numbered 3,060, whilst those of the summer quarter (from Ist 


January to 3ist March, and from 1st October to 31st December) reached 3,464—a 
difference of 404 deaths in the two periods.

The average of the five years (1857 to 1861) was 26-92 per 1,000 living, with 
which the mortality of 1862 compares very favourably. The average of the entire six 
years, over which the returns extend, is 26-47 per 1,000. The average of London is about 
25 to each 1,000 of the inhabitants, or somewhat under the mortality of Sydney. 

18. Passing on to the Suburban Districts, we find the deaths for the two years to

Shewing an increase in the last year of very nearly 4 in each 1,000. The death 
rate of 1862 did not, however, reach the average of the five years, 1857 to 1861, which was 
21-08 per 1,000 living. The average of the six years, over which period the returns extend, 
was 21:18, or 5-29 per 1,000 below the mortality of the City.

boys within the year of birth were at the rate of 17-60 per cent. of the boys born in the 
City of Sydney; and that the deaths of girls within the year of birth, were at the rate of 
16-01 per cent. of the girls born in the City. That 15-27 per cent. of the boys, and 13:79 
per cent. of the girls, born in the Suburbs, die within the first year of their existence, and 
that only 9-18 per cent. of the boys, and 7:56 per cent. of the girls, born in the Country 
Districts, die within the same period.

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26. By the foregoing figures we learn further that, in early infancy, male life is 
more liable to disease of a fatal character, than female life, or at all events, is not so well able 
to resist its attacks; and the remarkable uniformity in the proportions throughout affords 
ample testimony that this is not a mere casual result, but it would seem to establish the 
fact asa law of nature. That infantine life is less easy of preservation in towns than it is 
in the country, is a fact borne out by the experience of all countries, but that male Jife, 
whether urban or rural, is more difficult of preservation than female, is a fact which has not 
commanded such general acceptance. 


27. The comparative Table at foot exhibits the number of deaths under two years, eee 
from two to five years, and the totals under five years, with the per centage that the deaths. 
deaths of each period relatively bear to the total deaths. From this table we glean the 
following information, namely: that of the total deaths registered in the City of Sydney, city of sydney. 
during the last six years, 38-16 per cent. referred to infants under two years of age, and 
8-48 per cent. to children between two and five years, together making up the mortality 
of children under five years of age to 46-64 per cent. of the total deaths. Comparing 
the mortality of children under five years, during 1862, with that of the five previous 
years, we find a decrease of 5-26 per cent. on the average of those years, viz. :—

These figures give an increase of 4-40 per cent. on the average deaths of children under 
five years of age, during the previous quinquennial period. 


30. It is a noticeable fact, in the Returns of 1861 and 1862, that whilst the pro- 
portional mortality of children to the total deaths has decreased in the Metropolitan 
Division, it has increased in a corresponding ratio in the Country Districts. This is a 
satisfactory feature, in a social point of view, indicating, as it does most clearly, the exodus 
of families from the centre to the extremities, and the dispersion of children more equally 
throughout the Country Districts. 


31. To the Appendix Tables I must refer those who wish to pursue the inquiry 
further, for all the information which the Registers supply, and which it is necessary for 
them to know. I wi!l merely add, that I have every reason to be satisfied with the careful 
and complete manner in which the facts are generally registered and furnished by the 
District Registrars to the Central Office.
